Paks, September 23, noon.—Official re- 
"turns from 586 electoral divisions show that 
the Republicans have elected their cand idates 
in 217 and the anti-Republicans in 153. Re- 
ballots will be necessary in 166 divisions. 
Among the prominent Republicans elected 
are MM. Fallieres, Ribot, Jules Roche, 
Granel, Develle, Deschanel, Barbe, Sarrien 
and Reinach. Among the prominent opposi- 
tion candidates elected are MM. Cassagnac, 
Lalon, Fould, Haussmann, Godelle, Lan- 
juinaisand Mun. It is believed that in 127 of 
the divisions where re-baliots will be neces- 
sary the result will be favorable to the 
Republicans. Inthe other thirty-nine divis- 
ions the opposition will probably elect their 
|} candidates. The Republicans also rely on 
electing ten members from the Colonies. 
They will thus hold 854 seats in the new Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 


A GOVERNMENT MAJORITY ASSURED. 

In official circles a Government majority 
is considerd assured. Although the majority 
will not be large, it will be more compact and 
more homogeneous than that in the last Cham 
ber. Returns fromthe elections in this city

show that the Conservatives did not electa 
single member, while the Republicans re- 
turned one and the Boulangists four. Re- 
ballots will be necessary in thirty-seven di- 
visions. 


THE SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATE. 
M. Thevnet, Minister of Justice, has been 
re-eleeted, but reballots will be necessary in 
the districts in which M. Constans, Minister 
of the Interior, and M. Yves-Guyot, Minister 
of Public Works, were candidates. Their 
election, however,, is regarded as certain. 
Among the Republicans defeated are MM. 
Milude, Goblet, Jules Ferry, Milliard and 
Joubert, while in the districts in which MM. 
Milleraud, Passy, Lockroy, Floquet and Bar- 
odet, Republicans, and MM. Andrieux, 
Laisant, Vergern, Lauer,Desuine and Naquet, 
anti-Republicans, were candidates, reballots 
will bave to be had.

THE BELLEVILLE RETURNS. 
Corrected returns from Belleville show that

THE GREAT NOVELIST PASSES AWAY AFTER 
A LONG ILLNESS. 


A Life of Hard Work Ended—His Last Sick- 
ness—Literary Career—Novels That Have 
Come From Bis Pen—Dramatic Failures 
— Methods Employed—His Latest Ro- 
mance, Blind Love.’ 


Lorpon, September 23.—Wiikie Collins, the 
novelist, who has been seriously ill for some 
time, died to-day. 

Mr. Collins was stricken with paralysis, 
while at dinner in the Reform Ulub, nearly two 
months ago. He was removed to his home, 
where, under skillful treatment, he recovered 
in some measure his health. The stories 
about his dangerous illness were then pro- 
nounced absurd, and on his physi- 
clans’ authority statements were printed 
in the London pavers and cabled 
to this country that he bad not been in danger, 
and the attack from which he suffered was 
very slight. 

This greatly delighted the many readers of 
the SUNDAY PoOSsT-DISPATCH, who were read 
ing the charming serial story, Blind Love, 
the last povel written by the genlal romancist. 
But for all the denials Mr. Collins shortly 
afterward had another attack and returned to 
hia previously dangerous condition. In spite 
of all assertions to the contrary he failed. His 
death to-day will carry sorrow into many 
homes on both sides of the Atiantic. 

A SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

William Wilkie Collins was born in London 
January, 1824, so he was in his 66th year at the 
time of his death. His father, William Col- 
Uns, was a painter and a member of the Royal 
Academy. His mother was also an artist, 
and her sister, Mrs. Carpenter, was the best 
female portrait painter of her time. The 
novelist was educated in aprivate school, 
and though his parents were never 
rich he had experience only with the 


smoother side of life. His early life as well as 
later years was spent in the society of artists 
and authors. 
On leaving school he was taken by his 
arents to Italy and ut two years. 
en came five years of apprenticeship toa 
firm in the tea trade. Business was not to his 
liking and he tried the law. Atthe time of 
bis father’s death he was a student at Lin- 
coln's Inn and at that time he undertook the 
completion of a biography of his father. 
It was very well edited and appeared 
in two volumes in 1848. This work ied 
him to the notion of novel tel | His first 
venture was Antonina, or the Fall of Rome, 
whicb he printed in 18650. It had little success, 
but sufficient to satisfy the author, who the 
next year printed a delightful journal of an 
excursion into Cornwall under the title 
‘*‘Rambles Beyond Kailways.’’ It had sale, 
too. A novel the following year, Basil, hit 
better, forthe author was becoming known. 
A jot of smaller stuff came from him in 1853 
and 1854. In the latter vear he became 
a contributor to Household Wordein which he

Jackson, andthe provoking legal problem, 
explained in yesterday’s Suwpar Post-Dis- 
PaTOR, has, for the present at least, been 
solved. The words in dispute were added to 
the document and Dr. Frank swore that ‘‘ac- 
cording to his best knowledge and belief’’ 
the defendants named were guilty 
of the felony. This signature 
secured the reissue of the warrants. They 
were at once signed and placed in Sheriff 
Pohiman’s bands, and the immediate arrest 
of the defendants ordered. 
As has been stated, this unexpected delay 
in the issuance ofthe warrants hinged on & 
complicated legal point over which the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri and the Criminal 


Court of this city were at variance. Since 
the establishment of the St. 
Louis Court of Criminal Correction the 


informant in a criminal prosecution swore 
‘*according to his best knowledge and belief’’ 
the defendant named in the document had 
committed the crime charged. About four 
months ago the Supreme Court held that the 
words invalidated the document. When the 
matter came up before Judge Normile of the 


Criminal Court, however, he decided, 
in effect, that the Supreme Judges 
were wrong. The Supreme bench has 


since granted a rehearing in the case 
on which the original decision was made. 
When seen this morning Mr. Bernard Dierkes, 
the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, said: 

„It was a little slip of my pen that ooca- 
sioned all this trouble, although the point 
raised is an interesting and complicated one. 
Since that decision by the Supreme Court I 


have, as a precautionary measure, made 
it a rule to scrateh the words ‘ac- 
cording to his best knowledge and 


belief’ from the information. I believe that 
on the rebearing the Supreme Judges will re- 
verse their decision, but in the event that 
such action was not taken allcriminal prose- 
cutions to that date would be invalid if the in- 
formation bore those words. When I made 
cut this document I very N drew my 
pen through the letters. I don't blame Cor.
